TO REGULATE THE ELECTION OF A 
MAYOR AND COUNCILLORS FOR THE 
CITY OF VICTORIA IN THE YEAR 1883. 



\A/HEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
make provision for tho election of a 
Mayor and Municipal Councillors for the 
City of Victoria for the year 1883. 

Be it enacted by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows:— 

L The nomination of candidates for the 
respective offices of Mayor and Councillors 
of tho City of Victoria shall take place at 
tho City Council Chambers, Douglas 
street. 

2. In caso a poll shall be duly demand- 
ed at the election of Mayor the vote of 
electors shall bo taken by ballot at tho 
City Council Chambers. 

3. In case n poll shall be duly demand- 
ed at the election of Councillors for any 
Ward in this City tho vote of tho electors 
entitled to vote in such Ward shall be 
taken ut the following places, that ia to 
Bay ! — ■ 

In Johnson Street Ward— The City 
Council Chambers. 

In Yates Street Ward The Police 
Barracks, Bastion Street. 

In James Bay Ward— The Building 
formerly known as the John Bull 
Hotel, next to Burt's Bakery, Gov- 
ernment Street. 

4. Sections Six, Seven, Eight and Nine 
of the Municipal Elections Regulations 
Act, 1875, and tho Schedules thereto, no 
far as tho same are applicable, shall be 
read with and form part of this Bylaw. 

This Bylaw may bo cited as " The Mu- 
nicipal Elections Bylaw, 188!!."

When thci railroad system was fairly 
introduced into England it was no doubt 
thought tluv, canals would bo superseded, 
but ouch was not t ho case; and although 
the system was not extended, yet the 
canals held their own 'as they wore found 
the choapes . mode of transport for heavy 
goods— especially minerals — from ono 
section. of the country to the other. .But 
in these daj s, when railways in England 
have been brought to the highest perfec- 
tion and afford the swiftest communica- 
tion between great manufacturing 
centres thimiselvos and their adjacent 
seaports, it is a little strange to see tho 
English manufacturers obliged, under 
tho pressure of competition, to fall back 
upon canals and tho old tramway system. 
Yet ill the cotton manufacturing districts 
of Lancashire, of : which Manchester is 
tho centre, this question has como to tho 
front under tho pressure already stated. 
The oxpeniie of handling raw cotton after 
it loaves tho ships at Liverpool until it is 
deposited in the mill at Manchester, or in 
some neighboring town and manufactured 
goods vice t-t'c.sa, has become, a serious 
drawback to tho trade and has been tho 
cause of setting two separate enterprises 
on foot to obviate it. One of these is a 
ship canal direct from Manchester to Liv- 
erpool, taking advantage of tho existing 
inland navigation by enlarging it, so as 
to permit >coan going vessels of the ne- 
cessary tonnage to traverse it, and thus 
bring tho cotton or other material direct 
from tho foreign port whore it is shipped, 
without thu expense attending any inter- 
mediate reshipniont to' Manchester. The 
other scheme is a tramway or platoway 
with its own especial route, tho rails of 
which are, formed with a flango so as to 
accommodate the wheels of the ordinary 
lorries or low platform wagons which are 
used in large towns in England for trans- 
porting heavy goods. The idea is to load 
these wagons at tho duck or at tho mill at 
either terminus, draw them to tho tram- 
way in the suburbs by horses, and send 
them on to tho rails whore thoy will bo 
made : into trains and drawn by steam 
power at moderate rates of speed 
and bo detached at the towns on the route 
they arc intended for, when horses will 
again be used to draw them to tho mili or 
to tho clock as tho case may bo. Thus tho 
material would only bo handled twice go- 
ing each way, whereas by tho railway it 
would be loaded from tho ship into a 
dray, 1 unloaded at a railway depot into tin 
expensive warehouse, on an expensive 
aito and loaded again into a freight car, 
which after being extensively shunted and 
perhaps raised on an elevator to the main 
lino would be formed into a train, and 
the same process would have to be gono 
through at the other end. The object of 
tho ship canal and the tramway are the 
same thon, and they are twofold. First, 
to handle. tho goods as seldom as possible. 
Second, to avoid tho expense of costly 
railway apparatus generally, as the canal 
and tramway arc far less expensive in. 
thomsclvcs and will require no extensive 
stations and depots. The railway people 
may show some hostility to the scheme, 
but it i3 a question for the railway man- 
agement of tho future how far it pays to 
inflict tho wear and obstruction of a . heavy 
freight traffic, on a line crowded with pas- 
senger travel, not to mention an increased 
liability to tho ruinous 'cost of accidonts: 
Perhaps the Manchester ship canal and 
plate way, old appliances, as thoy are, may 
be tho means of inaugurating a new or-, 
dor of tilings — the separation in a groat 
measure of passenger and freight traffic 
on ciowdod linos in England at least. 
However this may be, tho platoway is 
no myth as £75,000 have boon provided 
for preliminary surveys for a series of 
roadways radiating from Liverpool to va- 
rious manufacturing districts of Lanca- 
shire. The freight charges of a bale of 
cotton from Liverpool to Manchester are 
now stated to be greater than they wore 
before tho railroad existed, without any 
time being saved. The estimated cost of 
the platoway will be £35,000 per milo. 
The scheme covors a largo portion of tho 
busiest manufacturing districts of South 
Lancashire, 133 miles boing at present 
projected, the estimated cost of which is 
£4, 000, 000. The preliminary surveys have 
already boon completed, and a bill will be 
ready for tho next session of parliament. 
Tho originator of tho scheme is'Mr. Al- 
fred Holt, a steamship owner who has 
boon working at it two years.

If, as intimated on Sunday, he 
wishes to be of some service to tho coun- 
try, lie might bo allowed to serve as a 
private in the ranks of tho next govern- 
ment, and perhaps, at the end of eight or 
ten years — when the memory of his mis- 
deeds shall have faded from people's 
minds— he might be offered a subordinate 
situation— say a clerkship in one of the de- 
partments. But a nn'nistor of the Crown, 
supported by/the votes of a party ho has 
wilfully misreptesentod, he can novcr be. 



TIio Firo Department 

To the Editor: Your leader of tho 
5th instant contains several important 
suggestions and comments on tlie past, 
present and future efficiency of tho Vic- 
toria fire department. This being a sub- 
joct of vital importance to us all as citi- 
zens no effort should bo lost to procure 
tho greatest amount of protection from 
loss of property or life by tire. 

As an old volunteer fireman I hail the 
power of tho press to assist in any needed 
reform. Chinese wash houses should 
and must bo restricted to proper limits 
by our city fathers. More danger exists 
from that r»jrco than all domestic or 
manufacturing risks in our city. You 
referred, Mr. Editor, to tho time Victo- 
ria was proud of her volunteer firo de- 
partment, and whon citizens both hon- 
ored and supported it by their cash and 
musclo. " How are mighty fallen," 
when an ox-chief has to implore assist- 
ance from the crowd of bystanders. 1 
might stato many reasons for tho present 
deplorable condition of the companies, 
but must be brief to suit your space. I 
attribute one of tlie reasons to the exter- 
mination of a certain class of business 
men to rule the department, and till, if 
possible, every office of remuneration and 
itilluonce. No stone has been left un- 
turned at elections to till our companies 
with that malleable material. Tlie influ- 
ence of tho institution has borne its fruit; 
the old Dromon of the past were too fro- 
(yiently slighted, out voted, and made 
to feel that their advice was ignored, 
their experience rejected, and services 
not required. In many instances they 
have ceased to exorcise tho interest they 
once had, and do admit, with you, that 
the department has outlived its cash 
value, practical usefulness, and requires 
reorganization to meet tho exigencies of 
tho times.

WIGGINS' GREAT STORM. 

A TORONTO CLERGYMAN 0UP- 
TORTS HIS THEORY. 

And Fif/nros It out from Scrlpturo. 



Dr. Wild, n Toronto clergyman, on 
, a recent Sunday evening, chase the 
I text for bin sermon from the t2 ~> 1 1 1 
I and 2'Jtli verses of the 2l.st chapter of 
Luke, which reads as follows: 

And there shall be signs in thu sun, 
and in the moon, and in the Mars, and 
upon tlie earth distress of nations, 
with perplexity ; tlie sea and tho -waves 
roaring; men's hearts failing them for 
fear, and for looking after those things 
which are coming on the earth ; for 
tho powers of heaven shall be. shaken. 

The Doctor said: From ISS0 to 
1885 our planetary system is to be 
put in a very iiingular condition— a 
condition it has not been in for hun- 
dreds of years. Similar conditions 
have been known in the years 542 and 
1G(!5. In 542 they had three planets 
in perihelion. In thai year, according 
to Gibbon and other historians, one 
hundred million people perished. In 
1GG5 occurred' the terrible black death, 
which was no less dqatrtlclive. Tin; 
cholera plague of London commenced 
the year previous and swept over Eu- 
rope, Asia nrid Africa, while in its 
wake followed other destructive 
plagues and death dealing storms. 
By comparing the facts of history with 
those of astronomy, it will be found 
that planetary conjunctions arc related 
to plagues and terrible visitations of 
nature. 

The wise ones of the earth feel the 
pressure of national storms coming on. 
Astronomers arc alarmed at the condi- 
tion oi the heavens. We have 'a Cana- 
dian astronomer — Prof. E. Stone Wig- 
gins — a man not to be despised. He 
is author of several scientific and as- 
tronomical works, and wrote the best 
essay on comets recent ly among 125 
that wore prepared. l'rof. Wiggins 
has, as you are aware, foretold the ap- 
proach of a terrible storm in March 
next. 

In tho years 542 find 1666 we find 
that these perilielions had three plan- 
ets. What is occurring just now 1 
Beginning with 1880 up to 1885 wo 
will have four of our principal and ono 
of our minor planets in perihelion. 
Perilielions have occurred and will oc- 
cur as follows: Jupiter in autumn of 
1880, Mars in the spring of 1881, Nep-

At tho close of the nominations a largo 
number of ratepayers were present. His 
worship tho mayor was moved to the 
chair. Ho remarked that it was then m 
order for tho candidates to address the 
electors. 

On motion of Air. E. C. Baker, AT. P., 
it was carried that the meeting adjourn 
to tho council room up-ataira. 

A discussion arose as to tho advisability 
of holding a meeting in what was desig- 
nated an ice-house or again going bolow 
to the police courtroom. It was finally 
decided that tho meeting should go on in 
the council chamber. 

J. W. Carey was first called on to ad- 
dress tho mooting. His object in being a 
candidate for tho mayoralty was toadvance 
tho health, tho cleanliness and tho good 
government of the city. He was glad to 
find that the interest in municipal elec- 
tions was increasing from year to year. 
Tho great question for tho next council to 
deal with was that of sewerage. Deep 
sewerage would bo very costly and ho 
thought surface drainage would for the 
present bo advisable. Ho would advo- 
cate, if elected, a system of surveys, etc. , 
for sewerage and then ho would have the- 
whole thing submitted to the ratepayers 
so that, they might know what it w;is go- 
ing to cost. Ono-fifth of tho present 
revenue, he said, was absorbed before 
anything was available for improvement- . 
Bridges were next referred to, as was also 
Beacon Hill Park. The fire department 
was spoken of and tho long and excel- 
lent services rendered by the department 
in the past were eulogised. If there was 
anything wrong in that department it was 
the fault of tho council. With regard to 
Yates street, his opinion was unaltered. 
Ho was in favor of opening up that street 
now us he was last year. [Applause.] 

Air. C. E. Redfern remarked that this 
was the third time ho had appealed be 
fore the ratepayers, having served two 
years in tho council. He was now a can- 
didate for tho highest ollico in tho gift of 
tho people. He did not propose to can- 
vass, as that was a direct violation of the 
spirit of the Ballot Act. Ho did not 
think: there was much to carp at in the 
conduct of tho council for tho past year. 
Tho Yittcs street opening should have 
been aottled without going to law and un- 
necessary work, in his opinion, had hi en 
done on Douglas street. Financial mat- 
ters wore then referred to briefly. With 
regard to drainage, he would advocate a 
thorough system of deep sewerage, but 
proper surveys should first be made as to 
tho right direction to carry sewerage. Ho 
was glad to tiud such an improvement in 
tho water . works finances. Some little 
enquiry, was.cortainly necessary into the 
management of tho fire department. Tho 
corporation ought to have entire control 
over tho issuing of liquor licenses. He was 
opposed to .the granting of any morn li- 
mioi' licenses except to new hotels. If 
elected ho would endeavor to advance 
the best interests of the city as by so do- 
! ing he would be advancing his own. 

In reply to Mr. Boyd, Air. Redfern | 
said that he would not advocate expendi- 
ture on Beacon Hill if the money was 
necessary for more desirable improve 
moots in this city. [Applause.] 

Air. Boyd remarked that he had been . 
badly handled in the last council but he 
was going to try it again. llo was the 
moans of getting the liquor licenses from 
the government and was tho first to ad- 
vocato a system of sewerage. He was in 
favor of spending §1000 out of §85,000 
revenue on Beacon Hill and either con- 
voying the water to the top of it or dig- 
ging an artesian well. Having been de- 
prived of tlio chairmanship of the finance 
committee he was unable to explain I ho 
committee's report. The water works 
dam and tho laku ought to be improved 
by carting away vegetable matter that had 
been accumulating there. lie was in fa- 
vor of giving tho council entire control ..f 
tho liquor licenses. With regards to 
opening up of Yatoa street, he was en- 
tirely in favor of it, and he would also 
open up Johnson street. [Applause.] 

Air. Fell thought ho could be of more 
servico in the council than as mayor and 
had accordingly oflorod for Yalos street 
ward. Ho was in favor of a proper sys- 
tem of Bcivorago. A system might, have 
been inaugurated years ago, and if neces- 
sary money might have been borrowed 
for that purpose. A good deal of money 
had been squandered in many ways dur- 
ing paat years. Ho was in favor of open- 
ing up streets, but they were not abso- 
lutely necessary. If it was required to 
upon up streets, tho owners that would be 
benefitted by BUch openings should pay 
for them. Fort street was quite able 10 
carry all the traffic at present. Sewerage 
was of more importance (ban opening up 
streets. Ho did not think water, gas, 
etc. , should produce a revenue. As soon 
as tho water works had paid for them 
solves water should be supplied to the 
people at the lowesl possib' • " 1st. Water 
and light ought to bo as fi ■ as possible. 
He then explained his connect ion with 
the school reserve, and said ho had routed 
it at §15 a year. (A voice— '' Did you 
pay for it?") Ho would satisfy that party 
about such a question anywhere or any 
how. [Laughter.] Air. Nicholson, when 
he was secretary to the trustee board, ex- 
amined tho old records and had found 
that live years rent was dueand he thought 
that capital might be made out of it. That 
back rent had been remitted when he had 
to put up fences at the time the now 
school building was erected. 

Time was bore limited to ten minutes 
for each speaker, as there wevo twelve 
candidates yet to address tho meeting. 

Air. U. Cribble had boon a resident in 
this city for 25 years, and if tho ratepay- 
ers saw fit to elect him ho would do Ids 
duty by tho city and by Yates street 
ward. 

Air. L. Vigelius was received with ap- 
plause He did not think ho required 
any introduction as ho had served already 
two years in tho council. If again elect- 
ed ho would do his duty to tho best of his 
ability. 

Air. Wrigleworth remarked that for tho 
third time ho appeared before tho elec- 
tors in connection with tho Council. He 
advocated tho question uf sewerage 12 
months ago and was still in favor of mak- 
ing preparation for a good system by 
offering a largo bonus for the best system 
that can bo secured. Yates street ward 
had had only §900 spout on it while the 
other wards had spent some §8000 each. 



As a member of the street committee ho 
had not done to much perhaps in this re- 
spect as as ho ought to have done. Tho 
water works required further improve- 
ment by filtering water used fordomestic 
purposes only mid allowing water for 
washing ship's decks, Ac, to bo brought 
down without being filtered. The tiro 
limits bylaw was then referred to and tho 
opinion advanced that it was ahead of 
time and would retard improvements, 
;Some change was needed in tho fire de- 
partment or the citizens might wako up 
some lino morning and find tho city in 
ashes. The department ought to bo en- 
tirely under the control of the council. 
Licences also ought to be under tho en- 
tiro control of tho council. Ho had 
always advocated tho opening up of Yates 
street and the ratepayers would do well 
to rejoct all candidates that had no pro- 
perty in tho ward. 

Mr. Dale Was the first candidate on tho 
list for Johnson streetward. He waa a 
candidate for that ward sover.sl years ago 
and waa defeated. He would now ofier 
again. Former candidates had no axes to 
grind but he had :i little one, however, 
that ho wanted ground. (Laughter.) Tho 
holding of the fair at Cadboro Bay was 
doprecated. He would work faithfully 
mid independently if elected. 

Air. Al. 1 lumber had been trying to 
put a few ideas together but he could not 
do it, (laughter.) This was the fifth time 
that ho had offered and ho had been four 
times defeated, (Laughter,) hut he was 
an Englishman and would stick to it. 
Some of tho former candidates didn't 
know' anything about tho sowerago mat- 
ter. To build sewers bricks were ro- 
quirod and if he was elected he would bo 
debarred from selling them. (Laughter.) 
He was in favor of choap water, and a 
Sunday law. Ho believed that ho was 
going to be elocled this time for Johnson 
street ward. (Laughter.) 

In reply 10 a question ho was not in 
favor ..f employing Chinamen on streets 
if while men could be obtained. He was 
not a Chinaman nor a friend of China- 
men. (Laughter.) Ho was so accus- 
tomed to defeat that anethor one would 
not hurt him. In fact ho rather liked 
that sort of thing. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

Air. Jensen not being present Mr. 
Kinsman was tho next speaker called 
upon. As an old councillor he would bu 
expected to say something but would bo 
brief. The question of sewerage was an 
important one but to carry out a system it 
would be very costly. If it could bo done 
without being ton expensive ho would 
support such a measure. Ho had always 
d..ne his duty in the council in tho paat 
and if reelected ho would still try to do 
tho best be could. (Applause.) 

.Mr. J. .1. Russell if elected would ask 
tho local government to erect a primary 
school in Johnson street ward. IIo cen- 
sured tho Police Magistrate for letting 
Chinamen go that bad been caught with 
stolen goods in their possession. China- 
men had bee 1 let go for infractions of tho 
sanitary by law too. Do believed in 
socking it to litem. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) The local government wore also 
censured for granting a bonus for a cotton 
mill, takingno means whatever to maketho 
thing known. Wash houses ought to be 
driven beyond a certain limit in the city. 
(Applause.) Yates street 1, ught to be 
opened up so ought Johnson and Pan- 
dora. 

Messrs. Franklin and Roberts not being 
present, Mr. Shears for James Bay ward 
was next called upon. He said he hud done 
his best during the year, and if elected 
would still do all he could to further the 
be.it interests of the city. Ho w -mid not 
canvass however, as he believed that any 
candidate who canvassed should be put 
in tho chalngang for a term, (applause and 
laughter). The finances of the city were 
then referred to ami explained. On the 
fire department jjuoBtiqn there certainly 
required some rearrangement, and if 
elected he Would move for a committee of- 
1 ho council to meet a Commit too of the 
lire department and then see if something 
could not be dune to improve the depart- 
ment. A system of sewerage ought to be 
established and be would advocate a pro- 
per survey and if necessary the borrowing 
of a loan for sewerage purposes. The 
council ought, to be increased to nine 
members, and be would try to got that 
measure passed. 

Air. A. W ilson remarked on tho part 
he had taken in last year's council and 
eulogized the retiring mayor and council, 
on the harmony that iiad existod. Some 
matters had been opposed by him, such 
as the extension of Rupert street, the 
spending of money on Beacon Hill ille- 
gally, and the opening up <.f Yates street 
and the desecration of the school reserve. 
Economising the water supply by use of 
nmtors was a matter that had been carried 
to a successful issue, and on this question 
he took credit lor rendering assistance. 
He hoped that before long the citizens 
would have the water bo choap that it 
would not be felt a tax, while those who 
made money out of the wafer should pay 
for it. '1 he electric light question was 
referred to as a matter for the new coun- 
cil to deal with, but it was still more or 
less an experiment in other countiies. 
Reek crusher and road roller, and tome 
other matters were likewise touched upon. 

After a vote of thanks to the mayor the 
meeting adjourned. 



ThTco Fine Ships. - 

From December 21st to January 5th 
throe British sailing vessels - arrived at 
this port laden with English goods. Two 
came from London and 0110 from Liver- 
pool. Tho first to arrive was tho barque 
Rover of tho Seas, Capt. Gaudiui, from 
Loudon, which port she loft on tho 0th 
August and reached bore 011 21st Decem- 
ber, 135 days.

The Rover of the Seas is a small barque 
of 214 tons register, built nt Aberdeen in 
1859, is classed AJ at Lloyds, and ' is in 
all respects a staunch, trim. and comfort- 
able vessel. That her sailing qualities 
are first-class her recent trip from London 
fully demonstrates. Shu is owned by 
Capt. W. Spring and Capt. Gaudin. 

Tho iron ship Grace Gibai.li, Capt. Sib- 
bet, is 540 tons register, 15 years old and 
was built at Glasgow. She is a model of 
neatness and finish, every thing bolow and 
aloft is of tho best material. Her docks 
are teak and her handsome, expensively 
fitted and roomy cabins are of teak and 
birdeyo maple. Her classification at 
Lloyds is thojiighost possible, and she 
belongs to tho owners of tho White Star 
lino of steamships plying between Liver- 
pool and New York. 

The II. B. Co. 'a barque Prince Rupert 
is well known at this port, having made 
annual trips between London and Vic- 
toria for a number of years past. She is 
commanded by Capt. Shaw, who 1ms 
made three successful voyages in tho ves- 
sel. She is an excellent carrier and a 
swift sailer. Built at Aberdeen in 1859, 
she is apparently as sound and serviceable 
as when first launched. Her classifica- 
tion at Lloyd 1 is Al. Her cargo opened 
up yostcrday in as good order as when 
p'lt on board in tho West. India docks. 
This barque is a pattern of cleanliness.

Mr. Gilloii shows us how tho old coun- 
try sends its sap into younger communi- 
ties and gains by the loss; the Marquiaof 
Lome presents us with tho porfect flower 
and fruit of colonization as it is found in 
British Columbia, Ilia Evcullency has 
been delighted with his reception on the 
Pacific coast of tho Dominion; it would 
bo wonderful indeed if the British Colum 
hians wore not delighted with his speech. 
He praised tho land — its splendid harbors 
— its magnificent forests, its vast mineral 
resources, its commanding position for 
trade, its grand Alpine scenory. llo 
praised the peoplo — their energy and in- 
dustry, and the great progress they havo 
already made in the face of physical diffi- 
culties and koen competition. Ho had 
pleasant things to say of its present, and 
hopeful things to predict of its future. 
And not only was this gracefully and elo- 
quently spoken, but it waa truo. British 
Columbia, there can bo no question, has 
a groat career before it, if its children do 
their duty, as l.horu is no reason to doubt 
they will. Tho Canadian Pacilic railway 
is making rapid progress across tho plains 
towards tho mountain backbone of tho 
continent. Passes have just been sur- 
veyed that will enable the engineering 
difficulties of tho work to bo overcome at 
less cost of time and money than had 
been expected. In a few years the prov- 
inces of the Canadian Dominion will bo 
linked together by tho iron roadway 
which will unite tho two sides of tho con- 
tinent, and open a market for the pro- 
ducts of tho Pacilic coast. That event 
will be one of transcendent importance 
for tho peoplo of British Columbia. They 
have done nobly with tho opportunities 
thoy havo had; and the Marquis of Lorno 
points out to -their credit that a connnu- 
uily of 20,000 white men havo contribu- 
ted annually a million of dollars to tho 
taxation of tho country. But they must 
now prepare to fill a more prominent 
placo on the stage of history. Fur that 
purpose L ird Lome gives them good ad- 
vice. Tho climate and tho resources of 
tho provinoo differ matorially from those 
of tho countries to tho east. The atmos- 
phere is tod moist, and the ground too 
mountainous for the successful growing of 
grain; but in their forests, their coal 
measures, and the fish of their rivora tho 
colonists have almost unlimited sources 
of wealth, in which their noighbora aro 
wanting. They can grow fruits profit- 
ably; they can even omtilato Switzerland 
and Scotland, and coin money out of tho 
picturosqe and sublime scenery of their 
snow-covered peaks and green valleys. 
For the other provinces of Canada, and 
for (lie mother country, tho opening of 
tho Canadian Pacilic railway will bo an 
event of great significance For one 
thing, it will help to tho decision of tho 
problem which certain American politi- 
cians have regarded with much curiosity, 
and it will tend in a direction contrary to 
their hopes. It will knit the Pacific clos- 
er to the Atlantic, and tho Canadian Do- 
minion closer to tho British empire. Ac- 
cording to statisticians and statesmen, 
the great northwest is to be the residuary 
legatee of the United States when that 
country in its turn begins to bo fully peo- 
pled, and to part with its surplus popula- 
tion. Wo are now approaching within 
measurable distance of that time, and a 
Canadian Pacific railway will bring it ap- 
preciably nearer.

Jam from Turnips and Tar. 



. (London Times.}. 
According to the correspondent of a 
trade journal, it is a mistake to suppose 
that fruit ia absolutely necesaary to the 
manufacture of pruserves. Ho describes' 
a visit to a largo jam -producing factury, 
in which he found that the work waa be- 
ing bravely carried on without tho aid of 
fruit at all. Jama uf various kinds woro 
being produced beforo hia oyua — currant, 
plum, strawberry,. apricot, raspberry and 
gooseberry. Yet neither currant, plum, 
strawberry, apricot, raapborry nor gooso- 
berry wna in tho building. Turnips 
soryod the purpose of tho fruit. The fla- 
voring nmttor waa extracted from coal- 
tar, and tho resemblance to raapberryand 
strawborry jam was further produced by 
mixing tho boiling compound with small 
seeds of some cheap innocuous herb. A 
common form of sugar ia used, and this 
is tho only honest ingrediont of tho moss. 
These preserves aro offered as made from 
"this season's fruit."

Hamilton', Dec. 20. — The storm 
which raged in various parts of the 
Dominion last Thursday was 0110 of 
tin: severest that has visited the coun- 
try for years, and 0110 of tho most tra- 
gic events reported in connection with 
it occurred in the township of Beverly.

Li the evening a third brother, Sam- 
uel, fearing that the former two might 
lose their way in tho terrible storm 
which waii raging, started out on the 
rnad to moot thorn and render them as- 
sistance- if necessary. Being on foot 
and darkness coming on he lost his 
way, and sad to relate, ho perished. 
His body was found near Clyde, in 
Beverly, The other brothers were al- 
so discovered 011 the road next morn- 
ing, both alive, but one of them with 
his legs and feet so badly frozen that it 
is feared amputation will be necessary. 

London, Dec. 11. — Last evening, as
